‘@eath became known. The fact that he 

‘had’ taken from her the ring which she 

___ believed was a token of her betrothal, and 
that when he was notified of her tragic 
end he refused to go to the place where 
Bhe died, caused much criticism among 
those acquainted with the circumstances 
surrounding the girl's death. 

William Hahn, a Newton Centre drug- 
gist, voluntarily informed the police late 
last night that Richeson purchased a 

_ @Uantity of cyanide of potassium from 
him on Oct. 10, saying that he wanted 
it to kill a dog. Mr. Hahn's store is a 
gathering place for the students of the 
Newton Theological Institution, and the 
Proprietor was well acquainted with the 
Rev. Mr. Richeson. Evidence of this is 
the fact that on Oct. 11 he received an 
invitation to the wedding of Richeson and 
Miss Edmanas. 

According to Mr. Hahn's story, Riche- 
son came to his store on the night of 
Tuesday, Oct. 10, and intimated that he 
had merely come to Newton for a social 
call He conversed for some time and 

ke of his wedding, which was to take 
Dp on Oct. 31 at Newton Centre. Just 
lg oat a to. leaving he told Mr. Hahn that 

had a dog at home that he wished to 
dispose of, and asked for something that 
would kill the animal. The druggist ex- 
ressed surprise at .he statement that 
he clergyman owned a dog, but Riche- 
son said that he kept the animal at his

Hahn advised him to use chloroform, 
but Richeson declared it left a disagree- 
abdle.odor, and that it took much trouble 
in tts tse. He asked for a poison that 
wotld &¢t moré quickly, and Hahn then 
said he would give him some cyanide of 
potassium. 

Enough of the compound to kill three 
dogs was p in-a_ wide-mouthed bot-4 
tle, and the druggist advised Richeson to 

be extremely careful in its use, adding 

that even the empty bottle would be dan- 
gerous if thrown away carelessly. He 
told the police that Richeson than asked 
for more of the poison, so as to be sure 
to kill the dog quickly, and the druggist 
then weighed.out enough more to make 
the entire quantity enough to kill ten 


people. 

As Richeson was leaving the store to 
catch a car he-told Hahn to be sure and 
attend the wedding. He also requested 
that the druggist maintain secrecy in re- 
gard to his biying the poison. 

“This may seem mysterious to you,”

BLAMES DIXIE IV.’S CAPTAIN. 


Justice Charges Burnham with Negll- 
gence and Cowardice in Bell Inquest. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 20.—Criminal 
negligence and cowardice are charged 
against Frederick K. Burnham in the 
findings of Dr. R. A. Toms, Justice of 
the Peace: of Tonawanda, who conducted 
the inquest into the death of Harold W. 
Bell, one of the persons fatally . injured 
when Capt. Burnham’s motorboat, the 
Dixie IV., ran ashore while competing in 
championship races here on Sept. 16. 

Dr. Toms finds that the death of Mr. 
Bell resulted from the deviation of the 
Dixie FV. from her course, due to the pro- 
pellers revolving at different speeds, and 
that the accident was owing to the entire 
absence of signals between Capt. Burn- 
ham and his engineers. 

The findings accuse Capt. Burnham 
of “criminal negligence in not signaling 
to his engineers to stop the boat,” and of 
“cowardice in. deserting his post at the 


steering wheel and jumping overboard 


when the boat was within 300 feet of the 
shore and might have been brought under 
control.” 


When informed iast night of the above 
findings in regard to the wreck of the 


Dixie, prominent yachtsmen of this city 


were inclined to view the verdict as a 
wrongful one, and held that the charge 
of criminal negligence should be laid 
against the management of the races, 
which had caused the turning point ad- 
jacent to the scene. of the accident to be

NO DAMAGES FOR DEAD BOY. 


Verdict Upset Because Jury Wasn't 
Instructed About Negligence. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
@ourt set aside yesterday a verdict of 
$5,000 in favor of Mrs. Antonio Marius, 
a widow, for the death of her son, Clar- 
ence, 8 years old. The verdict was re- 
turned in the Supreme Court by a jury 
sitting under Justice Bijur, against the 
Motor Delivery Company. The boy was 
killed in West 124th Street by a motor 
mail wagon, while he was playing ball 
in the street, The opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Court criticised Justice Bijur’s 
charge, saying: 

“In the charge the court instructed 
the jury that it was the duty of ‘the 
plaintiff to show that the defendant was 
negligent; and that the boy was free 
from contributory negligence, but fatled 
to give the jury any instructions as ta 


what constituted negligence, or to give 
the jury a rule by which they could test 
the conduct .of-«thp» boy -to determine 
whether or not the boy was guilty of 
contributo: negligence.”’ 

The Appellate Division that »the 
court was right in telling the jury that 
the boy could not be held accountable as 
strictly as a grown person for care in 
the street, but that he should have 
acted “as @ freasonable and prudent

10 OPPOSE JUDGES| 


No More Afraid, He Says, Than’ 


to Oppose Labor Unions When 
‘They're Dead Wrong. 


AND HE’S FOR THE UNIONS 


Guffragettes Create a Storm at the 
\ Close of His Carnegie Hall Speech 
« ~~Auditorium Packed. 


Thére were not enough tickets td go 
Sround among those who went to Car- 
negie Hall last night to hear Col. Roose- 
velt talk about the conservation of wo- 
men and children under the auspices of 
the Civic Forum and the Child's Welfare 
League, After all the seats had been 
sold and chairs had been put in the isles 
of the auditorium the box office was 
cius¢d and several hundred men and wo- 
men were turned away: 

The Was not on the whole so 
much about women and children as it was 
about Col. Roosevelt's “enemies” and 
“ critics,”; and the Judges of the various 
courts who he flayed time and time again 
in his written manuscript, and in special 
interpolations, put in to emphasize his 
objections. The women and children he 
discussed figured principally in judicial 
decisions upon laws passed for the regula- 
tion of working hours for women. This 
gave the Colonel an opportunity to say 
what he thought about the Judges who 
made the decisions he discussed. 

Some men went there to question the 
Colonel at an opportune time. They had 
been promised a chance at the opening 
of the Colonel's speech, but were denied 
it w the speech was done, the reason 

iven being that the hour was rather late 
or a long debate. Before the final dis- 
missal of ‘the audience by a wave from 
Col. Roosevelt's hands, several usaers 
had started ‘forward with questions, the 
rule having already been announced that 
no questions except those presented in 
writing would be conside 

Suffragettes Make a Noise. 

When it became obvious to Miss Eliza- 
beth Freeman, an American girl who has 
worked among British suffragettes, that 
she was not going to have the promised 
chance to heckle the ex-President, she 
crowaed forward with a group of her suf- 
fragette sisters. They utilized chairs from 
the press tables and the tables themselves 
in getting to the stage, and then they 
shouted and trilled, ‘‘ Votes for Women! " 
“Votes! Votes! Votes for Women!"’ The 
Colonef’s retreat .from the. stage, sur- 
rounded by stalwart committeemen, was 
made in a Gin of the ‘suffragette cries. 

One weman worker for the ballots 
had a place on the stand close to Col. 
Roosevelt. She was Mrs. A. Arthur Al-

Principally Suffrage Questions. 

Most of the other questions had to do 
with Col, Roosevelt’s attitude toward wo- 
men’s suffrage. While he was very ex- 
plicit in announcing his ‘‘ complete be- 
lief in the principle of trades unions—

remained silent about the question of 
votes for women, and he did not say 
what should be done with the Judges 
whom he aatharty qnedties. 

**Let me say in conclusion,” were his 
final. words, ‘‘that what I say is not 
radicalism, it is conservatism of the high- 
est order.”” The end of the meeting was 
an appeal from Elgin R. 8. Gould, the 
meeting's Chairman, addressed especially 
to the newspapers. It besought the ed- 
itors not to distort, as the Colonel said 
he knew in advance they would, what he 
said conservatively into something which 
did not seem conservative, but radical 
and revolutionary. 

When Col. Roosevelt started his speech 
he faced the audience with a voluminous 
stack of manuscript. As he finished with 
each page he let it fall from his hand. 
When he had concluded with his critics 
of the past, and those he felt sure would 
be his future critics on account of what 
he was saying, he was standing in a lit- 
ter of manuscript. 


Warms Up to His Subject. 


Of constructive legislation the Colonel 
urged that a bureau of child's welfare 
be added to the Government departments 
at Washington, and that a State com- 
mission be appointed in this State to col- 
lect such data in support of lawe already 
passed and declared unconstitutional that 
no Judges will again dare to apply “ the 
mischievous reasoning” which has at- 
tached to their conduct in the past. 

“It is folly,’’ declared the Colonel, as 
he brought his right hand down in a 
émashing blow upon his left, ‘to say 
that thero is any direct cure-all for the 
evils that beset us. In.-this country we 
have one set of men—entirely well-mean- 
ing men—who insist that our system is 
as perfect as human nature is capable 
of poe ron it. Another eet declare that 
if capitalistic exploitation of the masses 
can stopped, then our troubles will 
all be cur I wish the apostles of both 
schools could look across’ the Pacific to 
China, where the worst pl. es of famine 
and death have been in districts where 
there| has been no capitalism and no ca 
italistic exploitation. We must wor 
spear making war against every 
set of evils and epplyin to each separate 
set the remedy mos adaptable to it.

HE MAY BE ONE OF A GANG 


Resembied Mah implicated In Sopaner 
Case—He Escapes Pursult—Lat-. 
est Victim, Beatrice Goldberg. 


Another girl was\ attacked last night 
in one of the outlying districts of Brook- 
lyn, The manner of the attack was simi- 
lar to that made on Miss Agnes Waugh 
a few days ago, and that which Miss 
Alma Sopaner suffered late in August. 
The man escaped, but from his descrip- 
tion the police believe that he may have 
been one of the three who attacked Miss 
Sopaner. 

Frank Brach, now under indictment for 
the attack on Miss Waugn, was Indicted 
also, for that maie on Miss Sopaner, and 
the possible connection of the assailant 
of last night with those who made the 
first attack of this kind on Miss Sopaner 
has given rise to the theory in the minds 
of the police that there may be a gang 
of young ruffians banded together in this 
practice. 

The victim of the attack last night was 
Miss Beatrice Goldberg, a stenographer 
in Manhattan, who lives with her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Goldberg, at 
1,072 Fifty-eighth Street, Brooklyn. This 
is not more than a mile from the home 
of Miss Waugh in Eighty-third Street, 
Bay Ridge, and not far from where Miss 
Ropenty was attacked in Thirty-eighth 

et. 

The girl had alighted from a train of 
the West End iine at the station at Fitty- 
eighth Street and New Utrecht Avenue 
he before 7 o'clock and-started walking 
oward her pome about four blocks away 
in Fifty-eighth Street. The neighborhood 
is a sparsely settiea one, and it was dark

There ‘are no houses much nearer than 
Miss Goldberg's home, and vacant lots 
are on each side of the street. The 
youth had dra the girl into the lot 
when she regained consciousness, Recall- 
ing the attack on Miss Waugh, the: girl 
was frightened almost out of her wits, 
but her terror lent her additional strength. 

She struck and kicked at the man, 
shouting meantime at the top of her 
lurgs, and biting his hand when he tried 
to clap it over her mouth. She was fight- 
ing fiercely when she felt. the man drop 
her and saw him start off on a run. An 
instant afterward she heard the pound- 
ing of feet and saw _severa)] men racing 
after the fugitive. They had heard her 
cries and had come from neighboring 
heures. Her assailant had seén them. be- 
core they saw him and had got a good 
ea 


In the darkness—there are few street 
lights in the néighborhood—the fugitive 
made off, dodgi into the darkest spots 
and running for the less settled parts in 
the neighborhood. Presently he shook off 
his pursuers, and after a fruitless search 
of the neighborhood, the men returned. 

They found Miss Goldberg nearly sense- 
less. The girl had not the strength to 
get home, and the men who had driven 
off her assailant now helped her to her 
home, probably less than 300 yards away. 
Her parents summoned Dr. Herbert Han- 
sen of 1,464 Forty-eighth’ Street. The 
physician found that the girl’s body was 
@ mass of bruises from the kicking and 
beating she had received, and that her 
face and throat were bruised from the 
man’s hands. Otherwise she was un- 
hurt, and the doctor said she would be all 
right as soon as she had recovered from 
the soreness caused by the beating. 

The police were notified and the re- 
serves of the Fourth Avenue Station were 
sent to the neighbcrhood with instruc- 
tions to make a thorough search of the 
vicinity. Though the spent several 
hours at the task they found no one who 
resembled Miss Goldberg’s assailant. De- 
tectives Fay, Dittman, and Hyland stayed 
in the neighborhood all night, however, in 
the hope that the man might be in hiding 
and might endeavor to escape after he 
thought the first hurried search had been 
made for him and eee abandoned. 

Miss Goldberg retained a very good rec- 
ollection of her assailant and gave the 
detectives a full description. She said he 
was about 6 feet 8 inches in height and 
weighed perhaps 180 pounds, being very 
stockily built. He was clean shaven and 
wore a dark suit of clothes, with a soft, 
black shirt and no collar. He had on a@ 
derby hat. 1 

Though the police never were able to 
wet a clear description of Miss Sopaner’s 
assailants, they recalled that one of them 
was described as stocky and in some other 
bib A fits tho description given by Miss 
Goldberg. . That there actually is a gang

EIGHT PERSONS ARE HURT 


Ninth Avenue Elevated Damaged by 
Blast In Greenwich Street—Roar 
Starties Neighborhood. 


Greenwich Street, between Beach and 
Hubert Strects, was empty at midnight 
last night, except for’ Policeman. Joseph 
Wood of the Leondrd Street Station, who 
was on a fixed post at Greenwich and Hu- 
bert Streets, waoen suddenly there was a 
tremendous explosion. Buildings for 
blocks around focked on their founda- 
tions. The report was like that of a dis- 
charge. of artillery. 

Wood saw the entire lower front of the 
Greenwich Cold Storage Building; a six- 
story brick structure at 402 and 404 
Greenwich Street, on the west side, about 
midway . between Beach and Hubert 
Streets, tumble outward. At the same 

oment the sidewalk in front of the 
building rose, a broken mass of stone and 
mortar shot into the air as if spouted 
from a volcano, and settled back‘a heap 
of wreckage in the middle of the street. 

Wood started for a fire alarm box, but 
he had moved scarcely a step when he 
saw the sidewalk, from the wrécked, 
building all the way to the Hubert Stréet 
corner, on Which he stood, rise upward 
as though some huge mole was working 
its way toward Hubert Street with tre- 
mendous. speed.

When ‘it struck the street, solid and 
without an excavation beneath it such 
as is under the sidewalk, the boiler burst 
upwards through the flagstones, half of 
its eighteen feet of length projecting up- 
ward into the air. From the boiler flew 
nearly 200.steel tubes, the flues of the 
boiler, each eighteen feet long and as 
thick as a man’s wrist. One struck Wood 
a glancing blow in the right leg, snapping 
it under him, Others were hurled against 
the houses across fhe street. 

The first explosion had wrecked the 
basement of the col storage plant. The 
fusillade of boiler tubes, discharged with 
the. speed of big.gun, projectiles, smashed 
their way into the building across Hu- 
bert Street, @ seven-story tenement occu- 
pied by. thirty-eight families with a sa- 
loon on the ground floor. Before the 
last of them, its energy 6perit, had set- 
tled to ‘the pavement or étuck fast in 
whatever sturdy substancé it had encoun- 
tered, eight persons had been injured, 
seven of them so badly that they were 
taken to the hospital.

TRAPS SIXTY UNDER GROUND 


Men Fight Desperately for Life, and. 


Some Fall Back to Death —~ May 
Take Weeks to Recover Bodies.

HIBERNIA, N. J., Oct. 20.—A wall more 
than 200 feet thick which separated the 
old shaft from a new one that: was being. 


sunk in the mimes ofthe Wharton Steel 


Company at this place was cracked this 
morning by a blast, and water from the 
old shaft quickly filled the new one, 
drowning twelve of sixty miners who 
were in it. It may be a week before 
enough water is pumped out to permit 
the recovery of the bodies. 

The miners who were more than 1,400 
feet under ground when the water poured 
in~were all foreigners except David 
Slaight, the foreman, and as Slaight is 
dead it is hard to get a connected gtory. 
Besides Slaight the dead are Joseph 
Swenty, George Pollich, -Andrew © Mis- 
koshek, Jolin Manister, Paul Ketra, Jo- 
seph Swingler, Michael Nojoc, Michael 
Compus, Stephen Mida, George Kormus, 
and Joseph Ploskunka. 

The mine, which 1s about eight miles 
from Dover, is flooded to a depth of sev- 
eral hundred feet, and the excitement 
among ‘the foreigners ‘is intense. ‘ The 
mines are surrounded to-night by mem- 
bers of the families of the missing men, 
and whenever’ any one appears from the 
shaft he is besieged by an excited throng 
begging for news Miners who have 
worked here for years and who know of 
the lake in the bottom of the old shaft 
say it may be a week or more before the 
new shaft can be drained and the bodies 
recovered. *

the vicinity have hurted water hundreds 
of feet into the alr. Tne rock of which 
the ran is composea, Is seamy and soft 
and back of the seams are ponds. A re- 
sult has been that a great deal of pump- 
ing has been necessary in the mines. 
When the old shaft was abandoned the 
water soon accumulated to a great depth, 
and when the rock was loosened by the 
blast it poured in upon the men. 

The first indication those above ground 
had that something had happened in ‘the 
mines was soon after midnight, when 
signals sent below were unanswered. The 
skip, in which ore is hoisted to the wer

face, was drawn up, and found to 
nearly full of water. 

The twelve men who were drowned were 

at work at the bottom of the shaft. Men 
at work on a higher level, among them 
the men who fired the charge that opened 
the crack in the wall, were barely able 
to reach the skip level so fast did the 
water gain on them. In their mad rush 
the men fought desperately, and it may 
oe that some were hurled back and 
drowned in their struggle for life. 

News of the disaster spread quickly, and 
within half an hour prectially the whole 
population was at the mines. Wives 
children.of miners who were missing stood 
about weeping, for several hours passed 
before it was definitely known who were

The 
Home company says it has been déprived 
of connections for inter-State business +34 
the defendant interests, and it.asks thi 
commission to compel the restoration of 
these connections. It would have the oth- 
er companies required to furnish long- 
distance inter-State telephone service be- 
tween Clarksville and points outside the 
State of Tennessee. It asks the commis- 


sion to fix the reasonable charges for 
such ‘service, and all necessary regula- 


ons. 
Under the law telephone companies in 
inter-State business are\common carriers, 
but the commission has never fully in- 
terpreted the commerce statutes in their 
application to these companies. 


MUNSEY STARTS TRUST CO, 


Publisher to Have a $2,000,000 -Bank- 
Ing Institution in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Washing- 
ton Times, a Munsey newspaper, makes 
this afternoon the following announce- 
ment: 

“The first legal steps were taken to- 
day by .attorneys for Frank Munsey 
toward the organization of the Munsey 
Trust Company, a two-million-dollar 
banking imstitution, to be located in 
Washington. This new banking company 
will do a general trust and banking “Busi- 
hess, and will be located in the Munsey 
Building, on Pennsylvania Avenue. 

“The organization will be completed 
as soon as the necessary legal formalities 
can be complied with. Its banking room 
in the Munsey Building is fully equipped 
with vaults, desks, and everything neceés- 
sary to do business. So far, therefore, as 
physical oy ipenent is concerned, the com- 
pany could open.to-morrow. The fitting 
up of a ban room with a modern 
vault, if made to order, would usually 
require about six months’ time, but the 
Munsey Trust Company will not have to 
incur such delay.” 


CHANGE PANAMA NAVALPLANS 


Huge Shipyard with Dry Docks 
stead of Station for Warships. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—With the aid 
of his well-trained canal diggers and lock 
builders it is probable that Col. Goethals 
will break all records in the matter of 
drydock construction by building two 
great docks at Colon and having them 
completely equipped and ready for the re- 
ception of ships patronizing the Panama 
Canal by July, 1913. 

All idea of establishing a great naval sta- 
tion at the Atlantic entrance of the Pan- 
ama Canal has been abandoned, as Presi- 
dent Taft strongly disapproves the plan, 
and Col. Goethals has now been instructed 
to build instead a shipyard for docking 
and repairing véssels of the mechant

Court of Appeals Decides They 
May Not Covertly Sell Their 
_ Own Property to Associates. - 


HECKSCHER TO GET $237,000 


Gaynor’s Dissent in Appellate Division 
Sustained—Case Against Reorgan- 


Izer of United States Iron. 


In a decision for which the lawyers say 
there is no. exact precedent the Court 
of Appeals has established the principle 
that if a syndicate organizer takes over 
in behalf of the syndicate any. property 
that he covertly owns himself or has @ 
concealed interest in he is liable to every’ 
subscriber who was unaware of his in- 
terest for thre ‘full amount of the funds 
subscribed. 3 

The decision was rendered yesterday at 
Albany in the case of August Heckscher, 
former. President of the Windsor Trust 
Company and of the Central Foundry Com~- 
pany, against Wiliiam Edenborn, one of 
the original Directors of the: United States 
Steel Corporation and now President of 
the Louisiana Railway & Navigation Com- 
pany. . 

It arose out of an old deal, by which 
Edenborn was to join together a number 
of Southern coal and iron properties in 
the interest of associates in the American 
Steel and Wire Company, one of the 
principal companies of the United. States 
Steel Corporation at the time of its or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Heckecher is awarded $237,000 dam- 
ages, representing the original cash sub- 
scription to the consolidation syndicate of 
himself and the claimants. who have as- 
signed to him. There.-are other suits 
arising out of this particular promotion, 
and there are millions of dollars involved 
in other syndicate transactions in which 
the statute of limitations is not yet oper- 
ative, lawyers in the finaticial district 
said yesterday, which m@y be brought into 
litigation by dissatisfied subscribers. 

The decision of the Court of Appeals 
upholds the dissenting opinion of Mayor 
Gaynor as one of the Justices of the 
Appellate Division in Brooklyn which 
had reversed the decision of the lower 
court, and ends long litigation in which 
Stetson, Jennings & Russell,. counsel of 
the United States Steel Corporation, ap- 

ared for William Edenborn, and Henry 
Wollman of Wollman & Wollman for 

her. 

Hihe syndicate which William Edenborn 
organized to purchase the United States 
Iron Company, which had property in 
Alabama and other places, included Aug- 
ust Heckscher, Frank kes,one of 
the vice presidents of the American Steel 
and Wire Company,’.and_ several of 
that company’s operating officials. The 
United States Iron Company was orig- 
inally owned largely by John W. Gate: 

John Lambert, and others of the old st 


group. 
William Edenborn drew up a syndicate 
agreement by which he and his nephew, 
August Mann, and J. C. Walker were the 
syndicate managers. Edenborn’s name 
was on the subscription agreement for 
$500,000, which it developed later it was 
his intention to pay in the stock of the 
United States Iron Company, of which 
he owned fifty per cent. The stock of 
this compan was later ~put into the 
merger, which became the Sheffield Coal 
and Iron voues, . Lat gate of he 
$350,000 represen enborn's 
tion. which Heckscher and his associates 
contended they believed was to be 
in. cash, not knowing of his interes 
the United’ States Iron Company 


in 


the $2,500,000 subscribed stock in the 
Sheffield. Coal and Iron Company, which 
did nct prove a success, and. litigation 
was begun which developed that Eden- 
born had been the largest owner of the 
United States Iron Company. 

The American Steel and ire men as- 
signed their claims to August Heckscher, 
svho tendered back the stock which had 
been accepted by the syndicate members, 
and demanded repayment in full of the 
subscription money from William Eden- 
born. In the decision of the Court of 
Appeals, Justice Hiscock says: 

The principle that a person occupying a 
position of agent to purc may not 
sel] his own property to his principal is so 
elementary that it need only be stated. 
It must be quite as elementary and .true 
that if one by representation or suppression 
of facts when he ought to speak induces 
another ignorantly to make a contract ap- 
pointing the fi his agent to buy and 
conferring upon him discretionary, power to 
purchase his own property, the contract is 
voldable, and even if executed may be 
rescinded and the money recovered back 
upon restoration of what has been received. 
The defendant comes within these princi- 
ples, He did not occupy the position of an 
ordinary vendor, but he was inviting others 
to confer upon him-a fiduciary relationship. 
If he knew and they were ignorant of some 
fact which touched the very substance of 
that relationship and legally destroyed his 
ability to meet its full requirements, it was 
his duty to advise them of it, and for*his 

' failure so to do they were entitled to re- 
pudiate the agreement and avoid what had 
been done under it, 

In his defense, Willlam Edenborn, tn 
addition to denying any liability at all. 
contend that under any circumstances he 
could not bé liable for the entire amount 
put up by the complainants, but only 
for the proportionate amount of the as- 
sets that went into the property in which 
he was interested. This the court over 
ruled, as it did also his contention that 
the cause of action, if any, lay against 
the syndicate and not against him indi- 
vidually.

‘from Europe, Describes Great 
- Rheims Military Tests.

Cortlandt Field. Bishop, First Vice 
President, and, in the absence of Allan 
A. Ryan, Acting President of the Aero 
Club of America, arriyed in New York 
last night on the French lner Provence 
aftér an absence of six months in Hu- 
rope and Africa. 

While in Hurope, particularly in France, 
Mr, Bishop said that he made it a point 
to keep in touch with all matters con- 
nected with aviation, and that besides 
witnessing the finishes of several of the 
great Buropean circuit races he also 
spent much time at Rheims, where he 
observed the elimination tests now be- 
ing conducted under the auspices of the 
Freneh Department of War, the outcome 
of -which will determine the two types 
of machines that -the French Army is 
to adopt for the use of the officers of 
the “air arm’ of the service. 

“Every time that I go abroad,” said 
Mr, Bishop.last night, “and I am abroad 
about half of each year, I come home 
realizing how far behind we are in avia- 
tion, I do not think that we appreciate 
here the importance of the military com- 
petition at Rheims. It nas been going on 
all this month, and. will last. up to Nov. 1 
The competition is the result of the de- 
termination of the French Government to 
Order a large number of machines for 
military purposes, and the meeting now 
going on at éims is for the purpose of 
selecting the best for the army. 

“The conditions prescribed call for a 
machine that will carry three persons, an 
Operator, and two observers. Each ma- 
chine must land in e different kinds 
of country without ng damaged, and 

r each landing must‘ be taken apart 
and brought back to the field, where it is 
again assembled and made ready for 
the next test.

URGES TRADE WITH EGYPT. 


American Consul at Alexandria Says 
Everything There le Imported. 


At the headquarters of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 80 Church 
Street, David Bireh, American Consul in 
Alexandria, discussed yesterday the pros- 
pects of American exporters invading 
Egypt. He thought the chancés excel- 
lent, and the endeavor worth while 
Egypt, he said, imported annually mer- 
chandise to the extent of about $117,000,- 
000. Of this $70,000,000 was manufac- 
tured goods, he said, and less than one 
per cent. of it from this country. The 
nations doing the bulk of the business, 
he said, were England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and Austria, in the order 
named. The duty is eight per cent. 

“Beypt manufactures nothing except 
the, cigarette,” said Consul Birch, “and 
the tobacco for this is imported. Every- 
thing is brought from other parts of the 
world. Once we succeed in establishing 
a market for many kinds of American- 
made articles that are not to-day found 
in Eeypt, this trade will become a 
profitable one.” 

He said the commercial invasion would 
not be ¢ Rprcens until American ex- 

orters dea with the Egyptians as 

uropean nations do, allowiag them 
three or four months in which to pay 
bills. He said that the European house 
generally charged about thirty per cent, 
above the normal price, which the Egyp- 
tian buyer was willing to pay if he 
could get long credit.

DROPPED BY COURT 


Magistrate Appleton Dismisses 
the Complaint at the Prose- 
cutor’s Request. 


NO EVIDENCE OF COMBINATION 


Demand During the Hot Spell Was So 
Heavy the Companies Could Not 
Supply It, the Court Finds, 


At the suggestion of Assistant District 
Attorneys William A. De Ford and Har- 
old & Demming, Magistrate Charles W. 
Appleton dismissed yesterday the com- 
plaint against Wesley M: Oler end other 
officials of the Knickerbocker Ice Com- 
pany. The complaint was made early 
last Summer and much evidence was 
taken, 

In a brief which De Ford and Demming 
:eubmitted to the Magistrate they said 
that the evidence showed that the com- 
pany brought more ice to the city in the 
two weeks of intense heat last July than 
in a similar period of a preceding year, 
and that this was true of the independent 
ice companies also, but that the demand 
was so unprecedented that the Knicker- 
bocker and independent companies were 
compelled to confine their sales to regular 
customers, and to turn away all others. 

The brief stated that there was nothing 
to prove that the companies had failed to 
do all they could to supply ice to all, and 
that there was not evidence produced to 
show that there had been a conspiracy to 
increase prices. 

“The evidence aid tend to show,” the 
brief continued, “that a very considera- 
ble supply of ice available for sale to the 
people of this city fs sold by the various 
companies dealing in it at a substantially 
uniform price, but there was not, In the 
opinion of the District Attorney, any evi- 
dence upon which it could be success- 
fully maintained that the condition arose 
as the result of an agreement between the 
companies selling it. the general effect 
of others being to suggest that the small- 
er companies for reasons sufficient to 
themselves, simply adopted the prices 
charged by the Knickervocker Ice Com- 


ny.

“I believe in segregation,” replied the 
Commissioner. ‘“ But our policy has been 
to suppress vice.” 

‘**Do you think you have succeeded?" 
queried Mr. Osborne. 

‘*As well as can be done by human be- 
“es,” was the reply. 

Mr. Osborne then introduced evidence in 
support of the charge that court attend- 
ants were appointed by Sheriffs of Al- 
pany County, and that in some cases the 
attendants were paid for thirty-six days 
within a space of twenty days. This was 
done, it was declared by assigning the 
attendants to more than one court fa one 
day. In some cases attendants were paid 
for work in three or four courts at the 
rate of $3 a day in each court. This 
ractice was objected to by examiners In 

e employ of Martin H. Glynn while he 
was State Controller, and since that time, 
it was said, the practice was discon- 
tinued, In two instances referred to to- 
day Under Sheriffs, employed at.a salary 
of $1,500 a year each, were also employed 
as court officers at a per diem rate.

The 
back of the lawyer's skull was shot off. 

The body will be shipped to Washing- 
ton, D. C. Mr. MeRoberts was graduated 
from the Washington ,Law School at 
Washington, D. C., and was for several 
years attorney for the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. He married Miss Virginia 
-Goodwin of Union Springs, Ala., who was 
residing at the time in Washington. He 
came to Chicago six years ago. At the 
Aldermanic election of eighteen months 
ago he ran for Alderman of the Twenty- 
tifth Ward against Charles M. Thompson.

two important principles with regard to 
the n.ethod of counting the value of the 
real ‘estate property helé by a lighting 
cul poration in the capital on which :t 
must ‘earn a fair rate of interest. These 
have not been decided before by any State 
court, and are likely to lead to an appeal. 

It. has already been decided by the 
courts that the companies have the right ' 
to add to their capitalization the incre-, 
ment in the value of their real estate, al-! 
hough it has.accrued through no act of 
the corporation, but merely through the 
growth. of ihe community. 

Commigsioner Maltbie has now ruled’ 
that this increase in ‘value as it occurs 
must also be reckonéd as part of the 
earnings of the ‘corporation and must be | 
reckoned in considering the earnings out | 
‘of which dividends are paid. He has also | 
dealt with the investments that lighting | 
cotporations make in ‘real estate in ex: | 
cess of. their reasonable future require: ! 
ments.-.He has. permitted the Kings 
County Company to reckon in its capital 
such real p.-operty as it is holding now, in 
view..of .the probability of its requiring i 
it fo: its plant in the future, but he has 
refused to count in the capital on which | 
interest must be earned any holdings of 
real estate that may have been purchased , 
for purely speculative purposes and which - 
cannot be considered as essential to any, 
reasonable future needs of the company. 

The commission made its own valua- | 
tion of the plant of the company. Com- | 
missivner Maltbie points out that in the! 
reorganization of the present corporation 
in 1904 its capitalization was doubled over- | 
night, and the books of the company give 
little help in arriving at a fair valuation. | 
So the commission's own experts have; 
valued the plant at not more than $2,500,- 
000, as compared with a capitalization of 
more than $5,000,000.

A call was issued’ to all coffee dealers 
and .roasters, asking them to. attend a 
meeting to be held next Friday. It is 
proposed to launch the new organization 
on a-smal]l scale and then to expand it 
as rapidly as support can be: gained for 
its purpose.” It is. ¢xpected ‘that about 
thirty dealers will. form the nucleus of 
the organization. - Only .one coffee “man 
so far has announced himself in opposi- 
tion. 

Letters were read yesterday from Rep-- 
resentative. Norris of Nebraska stating 
that the people out -his way were very 
much concerned over thé present coffee 
market and the prospect that prices will 
continue to climb. Mr. Norris asked for 
suggestions: from the coffee mén as’ to 
ways. .and means that Congress may 
adopt to bring the-price of coffee down. 

A special report sent here. from. Wash- 
ington’ was to the effect that the De- 
partment of Justice, ‘in.its investigation, 
has found that it could not do much, 
sinee the Coffee Trust, if one actually 
exists, is not a trust which the laws of 
the United States can reach, the Bra- 
zilian Government and the Brazilian State 
of Sao Paulo being interested, as well as 
private individuals and b&ankers.

of the raise in raw coffees, since they 
have considered it a temporary fluctua- 
tion rather than the permanent raise it 
now appears to be. 

Many of them, in explaining how they 
are making shift for themselves to sat- 
isfy their trade, which is in no mood to 
accept a big raise for their retail cus- 
tomers, wrote that they have been using 
inferior coffee for their brands which 
formerly wete higher grade, and in addi- 
tion have ceased to sell the ades at 
20 cents, and most of the grades above 
that up to 25 cents.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Hearings ‘were 
held at the Treasury Department to-day 
to determine the responsibility of ship- 
owners fer the baggace of passengers on 
their vessels. The question has been the 
. on_of correspondence for some time 
between Collector Loeb of New York and 
Secretary MacVeagh. To-day Mr. Rus- 
sell appeared for the Government ‘and at- 
torneys presented briefs for the transat- 
lantic Companies before Charles 5, 
Thompson, Solicitor for the Treasury. 

The matter is regarded as very tmport- 
ant by all shipowners ‘whose vessels are 
engaged In the foreign-trade. The com- 

jes under the law are held responsible 

‘or the valuation and declaration of their 
“‘ cargcees,”” and in case of undervaluation 
or failure to declare are liable to heavy 
fines. But the companies have main- 
tained that baggage is not technically a 
pert of the cargo, and that as common 

rriers they are not to be blamed for 
the undervaluation of baggage in the per- 
sonal chuige of a passenger. ’ > 

Passengers have always been made to 
declare their own belongings, and they 
still do so, but lately an effort has been 
made on the part of the Inspectors to hold 
the shipowners responsible. Such a rul- 
a eee greatly facilitate the collection 

es.

BYZANTINE LECTURER HERE. 


Or. Diehl, Authority on Ancient Art, 
Going to Harvard. University. 


Charles Diehl of the Institute of 
France, one of those who founded, last 
Spring, in Paris, the” French Institute 
in the United States, arrived last night 
in the French liner Provence. Mr. Diehl 
is an authority on .Byzantine art and 
civilization, and -has come here as the 
first exchange professor ‘under the ar- 
rangement made early in .the year by 
Charles Bayet, Director of Higher Edu- 
cation in the Ministry of Public Instruc- 
tion in Paris, and President Lowell 
of Harvard. Mr. Diehl will remain in 
this city for a few days before going 
to Harvard. 

Charles Diehl was graduated at the 
French Superior Normal School, and in 
1881 to him was awarded first prize in 
the annual competition in history in 
France. He was appointed to the French 
School in Rome, where he studied Byzan- 
tine art, and made explorations in the 
ruins in Southern Italy, and.as.a member 
of the French School of Athens directed 
archaeological expeditions. He returned 
to France in 3885 to become Lecturer of 
the Faculty of Letters at Nancy. 

In 1891 Mr. Diehl was selected by the 
French Government to direct archaeolog- 
ical explorations in the North of Africa, 
and on his return in 1899 he was ap- 
-pointed Professor.-at the Faculty of Let- 
ters of the University. of Paris. In 1907 
anew chair was-créeated for him at the 
Sorbonne, to which he was appointed as 
Professor of Byzantine History. 


DETROIT WINS 3-CENT FARES. 


Gity Reaches.-Agreement «with Com- 
pany After Twenty-Year Fight. 


Special to The New York Times. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 20.—The City of 
Detroit to-day won a twenty-year fight 
for three-cent carfares. An agreement 
was signed this afternoon by officers of 
the Detroit Union Railway and by Mayor 
‘Thompson and P. J. M. Hally, Corporation 
Counsel, on behalf of the city, providing 
for eight tickets’for 25 cents between the 
hours ef 56 A. M: and 8 P. M. and six 
tickets for the same sum at other hours, 
universal transfers to prevail at all hours 
without extra cherge. 

The agreement will be submitted to the 
‘City Council next Tuesday night for rati- 
fication and to the electorate within sixty 
Gays. As it provides practically all that 
feople have been contending for since the 
late Gov. Pingree first became. Mayor, 
there is no doubt of its ratification. 

The negotiations have been in progress 
for four months. The various suits which 
the city has brought against the .com- 
pany have had a bad effect on the com- 
Pany'’s stock and securities, and it is be- 
lieved that these legal actions have been 
the principal influences which brought the 
company to terms. One of the suits was 
for a daily rental for the use of streets 
in which franchises had expired. Another 
was to compel ‘the company to grant a 
through single fare to any point within 
the city limits, a suit decided against the 
company in the State Supreme Court, and 
now in the United States Supreme Court. 

By the agreement, all suits will be dis- 
continued. The company will build at 
least ten miles of extensions each year, 
the city will pave between the tracks, and 
the company egreées to sell its system to 
the city upon .stx months’ notice if the 
city desires ‘to: purchase. All present 
franchises are to expire in 1924, reducing 
the time of some franchises a dozen years. 

Mayor ,Thompson and other city offi- 
cials consider the agreement the best that 
any city which has been in controversy 
with its street railways has been able to 
negotiate. It is better than the Cleve-

NEW HAVEN, -Conn., Oct. 20.—The 
Yale eleven left here this evening for 
its first out-of-town game of the sea- 
son, the Army contest at. West Point to- 
Aside from the Harvard game, 
it is the only match not played on Yale 
Field; and Head Coach Field said to- 
night that there was no doubt it would 
prove as stubborn.a contest as any on 
the Yale schedule. Yale has been obliged 
to tackle West Point year after year 
with more players out of condition than 
is the case against Harvard or Princeton, 
and this season is no exception.

PARIS, Oct. 13.—The snail eaters of 
Paris—and they far outnumber those who 
declare that frogs’ hind legs form the 
finest dish in the world—are in a state of 
mind bordering on despair. Owing to the 
recent period of very hot and dry weath- 
er, which created a shortage in their 
favorite food of cabbages and lettuce, the 
grown-up snails have got sadly out of 
condition, and as the death rate among 
the juvenile members of the breed has 
been enormous scarcity is the rule, and 
wholesale dealers are talking of raising 
their prices for 1,000 Red Burgundies, the 
variety most apprecigted by amateurs, 
from the usual 15f or 20f to 40f. If this 
ig the position so far as the snail trade 
is concerned the prospect is even more 
gloomy as regards frogs, which, when 
brooks and ponds went dry, had n@ choice 
left them but to expire, which they did 
in shoals. So two queer kinds of edibles 
will be virtually eliminated for some time 
from the menus of those who delight in 
such dishes.

ROCK SALT FOR RIOTERS. 


Hiram Maxim Suggests Novel 
Method of Dealing with Mobs. 


It has been suggested that something 
jess deadly than leaden bullets should be 
used by our troops against rioters. It 
has been suggested that bullets might be 
made of sawdust and grease, but this is 
altogether impracticable, as such bullets 
woula simply be atomized by the force 
of the explosion and atmospheric resist- 
ance. The suggestion is, however, a good 
one, inasmuch as it sets one thinking on 
a subject that we-Shall nave to face very 
shortly. 

The ordinary military rifle is a very 

owerful weapon. It has been designed 
or killing at very long range, and it is 
quite possible that under favorable cir- 
cumstances at short range the same bul- 
let might pass through ee A men. 

When we have to meet a foreign enemy 
in the field we know what we have to 
deal with, and we provide ourselves with 
the very best instruments that science 
can produce to kill and wound as many 
as possible, but a totally different state 
of things obtains when we have a lot of 
rioters, largely our own countrymen, 
armed with stones, bricks, and bottles. 
They are quite unavle to do any harm to 
our soldiers except at very. short range, 
therefore it is not necessary for us to 
have long-range arms to combat them. 

Disorderly, murderous mobs are con- 
stantiy increasing m numbers, and each 
riot is fiercer and more determined than 
those that have preceded it. There is 
bound to be a great number of them in 
the future, which we shall have to deal 
with, whether we like it or mot, there- 
fore I hold that we should make a study 
of the subject and provide and use the 
best possible arms for the purpose, 

In firing on_the foreign enemy we seek 
to kill as mary as possible; in firing on 
a mob our aim is to restore order with 
the smallest possble loss of life. But 
it must not be supposed for a single’ mo- 
ment that large and turbulent mobs such 
as werc lateiy found in Liverpool, and 
who fight like demons, can be subdued 
without the loss of some life. Some. loss 
is inevitavle, but let it be as small as 
possible, and let us, at least, attempt to 
avoid doing foiury to any except those 
who are actually making war upon the 
soldiers or poiice. 

Suppose the officer in command Aad 
400 soldiers opposed,’ we will say, to 
20,000 hooligans ad strikers. It would 
be best to arm about 
very large bore, single-barrel shotguns, 
having rather short barrels, and these 
should be provided with cartridges of the 
ordinary type; but, instead of lead shot, 
the should be loaded. with very coarse 
grains of hard rock salt, the grains being 
about the size of large. peas. The salt 
has the advantage of being light, so that 
it does not penetrate very far, and, as it 
soon dissolves and runs out of itself, and 
as it is also an antiseptic, no surgical 
operation would be necessary. 

Rock salt was used very successfully in 
the early Colonial days of New England, 

Another hundred of,the soldiers should 
be armed with the same kind of gun, but 
the cartridges should be’ loaded with a 
small charge of black powder and a 
very large charge of buckshot. These 
shot would not kill at a range of a few 
hundred: féet; but at very close range: 0; 

. where, all, the shot, are in a 
lump, they would be fatal. 

With thesel 300 guns the crowd could 
in all probability be kept at bay. Of 
course the’ buckshot would, not be used 
until the salt had failed. Then, again, 
if the attack was very violent the’ who 
900 guns. could be worked with buckshot.

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THE REVISED ALDRICH PLAN. 

The amendments to the tentative | 
plan proposed by Senator AuDRICH for 
the adoption of the Monetary Commis- 
sion indicate a praiseworthy stubborn- 
ness in principle and an equally praise- 
worthy openmindedness in detail. In 
order to appreciate the sanity of this 
procedure it is necessary to consider the 
gulf yawning for the wreck of reform 
if those who are agreed in principle are 
too insistent upon their own preference 
as to methods of attaining the end. The 
alternative to the Aldrich plan is a 
Democratic plan. There is nothing Re- 
publican or personal about the Aldrich 
plan, and there ought to be nothing 
partisan or personal in opposition to 

- it, least of all any opposition springing 
from its association with the name of 
the Senator who has done the work 
necessary to bring it to its present for- 
Ward stage. Yet there is plenty of this 
opposition both from negligible carpers 
‘and from those in the way of making 
their opposition felt. 

One of Senator* ALDRICH’s former 
Democratic colleagues has lent his 
name to a substitute providing that the 
Government should issue legal tenders 
direct to any’ bank wishing currency. 

- Mr. Bryan has advocated the same 
idea, with the addition of a guarantee 
of deposits. The proposal of such ideas, 
together with the suggestion even more 
influentially made, that the Aldrich 
plan should be called something else,

|” Senator Aupaicm still. proposes to sub- 

“stitute an asset currency for a bond- 
secured currency, but he has listened 
to those who have suggested danger of 
political or financial or local control 
contrary to the interests of the banks 
and their customers as a whole. In 
general accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the National Citizens’ 
League he has provided for the elec- 
tion by the Directors of ‘‘ twelve addi- 
tional members, who shall fairly repre- 
sent the industrial, commercial, agri- 
cultural, and other interests of the 
country, and who shall not be officers 
of banks.” The Directorate is to be 
classified, and there are restrictions at 
each stage of election regarding the 
choice of more than limited numbers 
from any district. It is clear at once 
that New York cannot secure represen- 
tation in proportion to its predominance 
in the banking world. Probably “‘ Wall 
Street’ could not secure one-half of 
its numerical due of Directors. It will 
make little difference, and the change 
may perhaps strengthen the proposal. 
The amendment may be meritorious, 
although the criticisms on which it is 
based were not altogether so. 

The criticism that currency ought not 
to be made costly by a tax is met in 
connection with the retirement of the 
bonds on which currency is now issued, 
The 2 per cents on which the banks 
now are in danger of losing probably 
more than twenty millions of premiums 
which they have paid in order that the 
country might have currency are to be 
exchanged for 3s without the cir- 
culation privilege. The difference in 
interest is to be met by the National 

rve Association paying a fran- 
chise tax of 1% per cent. upon the 
bonds transferred to it by the subscrib- 
ing banks.. This franchise tax includes 
the one-half per cent. circulation tax 
now collected, and thus apparently 
leaves the Goyernment’s position un- 
changed, but it waives its previous 
claim to banking profits. 

Another important provision is that 
for the admission of other banking in- 
stitutions of several classes in consid- 
eration of their approaching the stand- 
ards required of National banks them- 
selves. The criticism that the require-

critical stage. It meets the demand for 


details when it was becoming insistent. 
Doubtless amendments may still be 
madé, but more grudgingly at each 
stage of progress toward the time when 
the only way to deal with opposition is 
to vote it down. No reluctance should 
be felt in making any constructive 
changes, but factitious criticiem ought 
hot to be welcomed. In politics the 
threat of a worse candidate if one not 
wholly acceptable were rejected has 
proved effective. The situation is the 
same regarding the Aldrich bill. Lét 
those who are criticising for the sake 
of criticism ponder the risk they run in 
weakening the only plan which has re- 
ceived and deserved praise.

SEPTEMBER FOREIGN TRADE. 

Calamity hunters are warned away 
from the ‘September trade returns. 
Never have we imported so much, and 
yet never before have we enjoyed an 
equal balance of trade in our favor. 
The reason necessarily is that never 
have we approached such a volume of 
September exports, The malefactors who 
are restraining trade have sold Europe 
$195,771,592 worth. And their accom- 
plices in Wall Street are now engaged 
in lending Hurope the money to buy 
with, as the high and rising exchange 
shows. 

The details are hardly less interest- 
ing than the totals. It is encouraging 
to know that our exports of manufact- 
ures are growing amazingly, but that 
is an old story. Just when it is fash- 
fonable to say that we cannot raise 
enough farm stuff for our own re- 
quirements along comes a total sent 
abroad of $95,604,632. This is a little 
inerease for one month of fifteen mill- 
fons. For the elapsed time thus far 
the agricultural exports are for this 
year $582,669,296, against $466,493,322 
last year. Larger totals may be ex- 
pected later on when the cotton begins 
to move. This country never shows 
its wealth In a boom. It requires a 
little setback to’ reveal hidden reserves 
which surpass anything a railway or 
bank manager ever imagined, and 
which puzzles those who fancy we are 
poor because we are a little tangled by 
troubles which, serious as they are, do 
not touch the edge of our resources. 


PRESIDENT TAFT’S MISSION. 

He who can catch and keep up with 
the insurgents of the West must, in- 
deed, be fleet of foot and nimble in 
turning corners. When the Payne- 
Aldrich bill was put upon the statute 
book two years ago the Northwest was 
seething with tariff reform ideas. The 
standpatters, triumphant, and with 
ranks then unbroken, were denounced 
as the betrayers of their party, and the 
guilt of a pledge solemnly given and 
ruthlessly broken was fastened upon 
them. Men burned the midnight can- 
dle to seek out new vices and decep- 
tions in the act which Mr. ALpRIcH 
had shaped at the ,behest of the pro- 
tected interests. 

Mr. Tart went into the West to jus- 
tify, to argue, to plead. He knew it 
was the enemy’s country, he sought to 
make it the country of his friends. The 
ill-fortune that attended his Winona 
speech is well remembered. Insurgency 
rose agginst him. It was charged that, 
seeing his party divided, he had de- 
liberately chosen to ally himself with 
the Old Guard of the Republican East. 
The insurgents were not placated, they 
were incensed. 

But when the time came to consider 
in the Senate tariff reform. measures 
passed by a Democratic House, the re- 
form ardor of the Republican insur- 
gents from the West had cooled amaz- 
ingly. Even the. moderate reductions 
sought to be accomplished in the reci- 
procity agreement found small favor 
with the chief men of the Republican 
insurgents, men like La FoLLEetTtTn and 
Cummins. Renouncing their earlier low 
tariff convictions, these men were una- 
ble to come to an agreement with Dem- 
ocratic revisionists. They have forgot- 
ten their indignation over the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff. The Republican Pro~ 
gressives who met in conference in 
Chicago the other day were silent on 
that subject. 

But if there was any one principle of 
insurgency that was supposed to be 
rooted in unalterable conviction it was 
hostility to the trusts. In no part of 
the country were there more vociferous 
outcries that the corporation must be 
harassed and humbled, the big combi- 
nations brought to bar, and broken up. 
In the evident belief that insurgent 
hostility to the trusts was an enduring 
frame of mind, President Tarr set out 
‘upon a mission into the West. He 
made one or two speeches upon the 
tariff, seeking by plausible argument 
and appeal to justify his vetoes of the 
wool bill and the cotton bill. The in- 
surgents appeared to listen with indif- 
ference when he spoke upon that sub- 
ject. Then came those addresses in 
which he insisted’ that the Sherman act 
must be rigorously enforced, that the 
great combinations must be made to 
conform to the law. 

\. The Bast quaked with new alarm, but 
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to protest that the business of the 
country was being unnecessarily dis- 
‘turbed. They said to big” business: 
Do you not see that we are your 
friends? -How childish and unwarrant- 
ed'is your fear of us! Consider Senator 
La Fouierrs, the great chieftain of 
insurgency. His heart beats fondly for 
kthe industries of his country. Review 
the legislation of Wisconsin during his 
incumbency of the office of Governor 
and you will discover that he is not a 
destructive man, he is constructive. 
Trust him. Accept him, and you will 
escape the storms of persecution and 
find yourself sailing in calm waters. 
Senator Cummins lifted a persuasive 
voice in appeal to the business men of 
the’ country to have faith in insur- 
gehcy. Senator JONATHAN BOURNE 
pleads for the holding of a grand pow- 
wow or council where the great cap- 
tains of industry and the lawmakers 
at Washington may sit down together 
and take thought how large-scale pro- 
duction may be reconciled with the 
stern provisions of the law. 

Confident that, in respect to the great 
restrainers of trade, he was going into 
the country of his friends, Mr. Tart 
suddenly -finds himself again in. the 
enemy's country. He is bereft of an 
assenting audience. While he would 
take the trusts by the ear and lead 
them to punishment, the insurgents 
would take them by the hand and lead 
them gently and kindly back to the 
paths of righteousness and peace. In 
States where. public opinion is subject 
to such swift vicissitudes, the labors of 
the political missionary become diffi- 
cult. But if Mr. Tart is forced to 
conclude that his Western tour has not 
brought him large political returns, he 
may comfort himself with the reflec- 
tion that he has acquired valuable in- 
formation as to the instability and 
shiftiness of the insurgents.

LAST CHANCE TO REGISTER. 

The citizen who misses his opportu- 
nity to register at the polling place in 
his election district before 10 o'clock 
to-night will be deprived of his right 
to cast a vote on Nov. 7, and will not 
have the privilege to take part in the 
primary elections next March and Sep- 
tember. The new direct primaries law 
goes into effect Nov. 15. 

Only the voters who now register and 
enroll will have the right to express 
their preferences for delegates to the 
party conventions and candidates for 
office, It stands to reason that the 
registration this year should be larger, 
not smaller, than in other “off years." 
No public-spirited man, with the right 
of franchise, will care to lose his op- 
portunity to vote in the primaries.:

@ wrench for NewnHam Davis to turn 
aside from this ever-fascinating sub- 
ject to study the raw attitudes of 
Westerfi civilization, kut he has accom- 
plished his purpose. His New York is 
filled with red ‘Indians, Bowery boys, 
negroes, and the other dominant types 
of this neighborhood, intermingled with

of turkeys and cranberries. How could 
NEWNHAM Davis, after a lifelong devo- 
tion to gastronomics, fail to note pic- 
torially and saltatorfally the preva- 
lence of roast turkey and cranberry 
sauce in. New York on the Fourth of 
July? The rebuke of the Thunderer is 
appropriate and doubtless is keenly 
telt. 

Well, we can burlesque London, in 
our variety theatres, and doubtless we 
do, Impossible Hnglish toffs, prepos- 
terous cockney dialect, and English 
manners travestiel from the Irish- 
American point of view are common 
enough. No harm is done. We might 
not have thought here of New York 
as the subject of ballet. But if we had 
thought of a Fourth of July. ballet we 
would never have béen remiss in the 
matter of turkey and cranberry sauce. 
Few of us would care to risk the stern 
rebuke of the keenest and most accu- 
rate judge of all things mundane.

the games in the so-called world cham- 
pionship series are played with abso- 
lute honesty, each of the contesting 
teams doing its very best to win in each 
encounter. 

Thers is, of course, excuse, or at least 
explanation, for suspicion on this point 
in the obvious fact that there would be 
more money, and much more money, for 
the owners of the clubs if seven instead 
of four games were played. It is equally 
clear that they could prolong the series 
to its limit if they chose, and that they 
could do it without demanding of any 
player that he do less than his best<| 
without demanding it, that is, of any 
Flayer whom they decided to send into 
the field, for thus the strength of the 
two nines engaged could be adjusted 
to produce any desired result. Either in- 
terpretation, however, of what SNOD- 
GRAss did to BakeR—whether the spik- 
ing-of the latter vas intentional or unin- 
tentional—is indicative, almost demon- 
Strative, of a fierce desire to win and to 
win as soon as possible. This fierceness 
of sincerity could hardly exist if any- 
thing like an “‘arrangement” had been 
made. 

Strongest of all proofs that the games 
are quite honest, perhaps, is the fact that 
the players themselves have a large 
financial interest in the receipts from 
the first four games, and none at all 
in the remaining three, if it should be 
necessary to play them. Those whose 
attention to baseball is only episodic may 
not have noticed that 60 per cent. of 
the “‘gate money” in the first four 
games, goes to the players, 60 per cent. 
of the\60 per cent. to the winners and 40 
per cent. of it to the losers. As they get 
nothing from the others, they have 
about the strongest incentive that could 
be devised both to play to win and to 
play to win quickly. A prolonged contest 
and a close finish mean to them the do- 
ing of a lot of unmremunerated work, for 
professional baseball is work, and work 
of the very hardest kind 

Nobody who really knows anything 
about modern baseball, however, seems 
to have any doubt that the games are 
honest. Everybody concerned in the 
“sport "—it is really a business—has for- 
gotten what happened to it when public 
confidence in its honesty was lost, or how 
slow, hard, and expensive was the task 
of recovering that confidence after the 
game was saved from the gamblers who 
hed ruined It.

THE McCABE “ JOKER.” 


Secretary Wilson, Not Congressman 

Scott, Suggested It to Committee. 
To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

My attention hds just been called to an 
editorial in THe New York Timzs of 
Sept. 28, in which appears the following 
statement: 

It was Chairman Scott of the Committee 
on Agriculture who helped Mr. McCabe 
smuggle through.a ‘‘ joker'’ in the Appro- 
priation bill for 1911 which reads: ‘! And 
hereafter the legal work of the Department 


of Agriculture shal! be done under the su- 
pervision and direction of the Solicitor.”* 


The records show (see hearings before 
the Committee on Agriculture and | For- 
estry, U. 8. Senate, on H. R. 18,162; Feb. 
19, 1910) that this paragraph was inserted 
after the Appropriation bill had passed 
the House, by the Senate committee, upon 
the personal request of Secretary Wil- 
son. When asked why he desired to 
have this new language inserted, the Sec- 
retary replied: “For economy’s sake, prin- 
cipally.” He then explained in @ few 
words that up to that time the Forest 
Service had maintained a law division ot 
its own, but that he desired now to con- 
solidate this division in the office of the 
Solicitor, where the legal work of all the 
other bureaus of the department was 
done, partly in the interest of economy 
and partly, he added, ‘‘ because there is 
no necessity for having more than one 
legal officer in the department.” ‘ That 
be perfectly plain,” was the comment of 
Senator Warren, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, who at once passed on to other 
matters. I was not consulted in regard to 
the amendment and knew nothing about 
it until the Senate committee made its 
report. When it came before the con- 
ference committee, along with nearly &@ 
hundred other Senate amendments, the 
explanation of the Secretary was given by 
the Senate conferrees, and I voted with 
my two colleagues from the House to ac- 
cept it, none of us having any other 
thought than that it was consistent and 
in the interest of good administration a8 
well as of economy to have all the legal 
work ofthe department done under the 
supervision and direction of the chief 
law officer of the department. No one, 
either in the Senate committee or in the 
Senate, where the bill was debated at 
length, or in the conference committee, 
raised the question that the addition of 
these three lines would in any way affect 
the enforcement of the pure food law. 

Without discussing now the propriety 
or impropriety of the amendment, I sub- 
mit that the record shows I had nothing 
to dco with its insertion in the bill and 
that my responsibility for its remaining 
in the bill is shared by the other five 
members of the conference committee. 
As to the departmental order which fol- 
lowed it—and this also is referred to with- 
out regard to the propriety or impro- 
priety of it—of course I had nothing to 
do with that, was not consulted about it, 
and knew nothing of it until it recently 
became a subject of newspaper comment.

WOMEN TEACHERS’ PLATFORM 


“Equal Pay for Equal Work” Is a 
Protest Against Discrimination. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of Oct. 14 Margaret Doane 
Gardiner of Albany denies the justice of the 
claim of the women teachers of New York 
to equal pay. As you found space for her let- 
ter, will you not, in a spirit of simple fair- 
ness, find space for this reply? 

‘Can we not discuss the schools, the great 
hope of the Nation, simply with a view to 
making them do their best work?"’ is part of 
the question asked by Miss Gardiner. It is 
just because we do want to make schools do 
their best work that we women teachers stand 
unalterably on the platform of equal pay for 
equal work. 

Why should men be paid more to exercise 
‘their manly influence ’’ and inculcate ‘‘ their 
manly point of view’’ than women who exer- 
cise their womanly influence and inculcate 
their womanly point of view? How can an 
example of manliness be worth more than an 
example of womanliness? 

There is nothing so bad for the men teachers 
in our school system at this time as this very 
discrimination in pay which Miss Gardiner ap- 
proves.. What would be thought of a business 
employer who said to one class of employes: 
‘* Although you are working side by side with 
fellow-workmen who do the same work, under 
the same conditions, yet I shall never pay 
them as much as I pay you; never put them 
on terms of equality with you. I shall al- 
ways protect you from open competition with 
them by paying you more and them less, no 
matter what sort of work you or they may 
do.’”* Would such a business policy keep the 
protected clags of employes up to the standard? 
Would such a business policy bring the best 
mental and moral fibre to the top? 

What can one think of the courage, justice, 
and manliness of men who aré unwilling to 
be put on terms of financial equality with 
the women who are doing the same work? 

The sooner the schools of New York City 
make justice the principle of their payrolls 
the better for all concerned; better for the men 
teachers, who can then desist from their un- 
manly opposition to schedules which take not 
one dollar from the salary of any man in 
the schools; better for the women, who can 
then cease from a struggle which they will 
never give up till success is achieved, and 
better, far better, for the school children, so 
largely of foreign strain, who, when they 
know that New York City has put its women 
teachers on an equality with its men, will 
have received the most impressive object les- 
son in a fundamental American principle: 
‘‘ Mquality before the Jaw ’’—a lesson which 
these children of foreign strain need, especially 
in regard to women. 4 

The distinguished jurist, Sir Frederick Pol- 
lock, who has just closed his lectures on the 
common law at Columbia University, declared 
that justice is a perpetual quest and that 
the very spirit of the law {fs to carry the 
idea of equal public justice and ordered right 
out into the world. 

We have indeed found justice a most diffi- 
cult quest for six years, Over and over again 
we have so completely disproved the assertions 
of Miss Gardiner’s and Mr. Keener’s letters 
of the 14th that ft is mot necessary to combat 
them further. Many times have we shown that 
the taxes will not be unduly inet , and 
that no man's existing salary will be lowered. 

And now, because we carry in our hearts 
‘this ideal of equal public justice’’ for wo-

Former Minister to Cuba ‘and:

Health in the Tropics. 








Honored by American and British 
Governments for His Work Dur- 
Ing the Boxer Uprising. - 


Herbert Goldsmith Squiers, former Min- 
ister to Cuba and to Panama and First 
Secretary’ of the American Legation at 
Peking during the Boxer uprising, died in 
London on Thursday, according to cable- 
grams received in this city yesterday by 
several of his friends. 

Since he left Panama, two years 29, 
Mr, Squiers has been known to have been 
in poor health. He spent last Winter 
cruising on his yacht with his wifc on 
the Mediterranean. The cablegrams reé- 
celved yesterday state that his death ov- 
curred in a London hotel, at which he 
has recently been staying with his fam- 
ily. His wife, who was a Miss Harriet 
Bard Woodcock, and his younger daugh- 
ter, Helen, were with him. His other 
Gladys, who, married Lieut. 
Harry H. Housseau, a’ member of the 
three years ago, 
had been with him up‘to a few days be- 
fore his death, when she sailed for Pan- 
ama. His death is believed to have oeen 
due to heart disease. 
only 52 years old, and his death, accord- 
ing to his friends here last night, is dué 
to the fidelity with which he undertook 
his diplomatic duties in the tropics. 

According to J. Mayhew Wainwright, 
who has been handling most of Mr. 
Squiers’s business in this country for the 
last few years, Mr, Squiers was in eplen- 
did health when he first took up diplo- 
matic work in Cuba. But the climate of

Mr. Squiers was born in Madoc, Canada, 
in 1859.

He was educated 
entirely in this country, studying in the 
Canan cademy, the Minnesota 
Military Academy, the Maryland Agri- 
cultu College, and graduating in 1880 
from the United States Artille School. 

Before leaving the latter institution he 
had already entered the United States 
Army, having been appointed Second 
Lieutenant in the First Infantry in 1877 
and serving in it until he left the artil- 
lery school, when he was transferred to 
the Seventh Cavalry. He rtmained in 
the United States Army until 1891, but 
was detailed as Professor of Military Sci- 
ence and Tactics at St. John’s College, 
Fordham, from 1885 to 1890, 

He entered the diplomatic service in 
1895, being aeemene Second Secretary of 
the American gation at Berlin. In 1897 
he retired from that post, and was ap- 

ointed First Secretary of the American 

ion at Peking. When Sir Claude 
MacDonald, the British Minister to Pe- 
king, organized the staffs of all the Euro- 
pen legations of that city for common 
defense during the Boxer uprising, he 
made Mr. Squiers his chief of staff. For 
his work at this time Mr. Squiers was 
honored both by the American and Brit- 
ish Governments. President Roosevelt ap- 
ointed. him Minister to Cuba in 1902, and

Vladimir de Pachmann, who was 
last heard in New-York four seasons ago, 
is here again, and played yesterday after- 
noon for the first time. A large audience, 
enthusiastic and appreciative, listened to 
tim in Carnegie Hall. Mr. de Pachmann 
has in no way changed ‘his artistic ideals 
er his technical methods since he was last 
here; nor has he greatly enlarged his re- 
pertcry. He still commands all. his old

cate, filmy iridescant tone, of sighing 
jPianiesimd, of purling, rippling passages, 
of clear articulation, to transform the 
Piano into a celestial instrument. It is 
pretty, wonderfully pretty, ravishingly 
pretty, and it beguiles the senses of the 
listerer in a way that hardly any other 
Fiano playing can do. 

One of Mr. dq Pachmann’s most ardent 
adnirers, Arthur Symons, has said that 
he gives you “not states of soul or of 
tcmperament, hot interpretations, but 
echoes.

“It 
cannot pluck out the heart of any mys- 
tery, nor make the music with which it 
coi cerns itself truly beautiful or noble 
in sny of the deeper sense that is at- 
tach to beauty and nobility. 

Mr. de Pachmann chose in his pro- 
gsTamme yesterday, for the most part, 
music that submits graciously to his con- 
ce; tions and methods; but there were @ 
few of his numbers that did not quite fit 
them. Thus into Mendelssohn’s “ Rondo 
Capriccioso"’ in E, ‘with which he began, 
he put a certain sticky tempo rubato that 
was probably far from Mendelssohn's idea 
of the rhythm and flow of his absolutely 
symmetrical measures, designed for ab- 
eclutely symmetrical playing, although 
the transparent dettcact and fleetness of 
the music under Mr. de Pachmann’s fin- 
gers were delightful. A couple of Godow- 
sky's transcriptions of old-time music, @ 
pastorale a Corelli, and an allegro by 

omenico Scarlatti are most perfectly 
within Mr.-de Pachmann’s artistic pur- 
view. A ‘‘Tambourin” by Rameau, put 
down upon the programme, he_ omitted; 
but he added in its place Raff's “La 
Fileuse,” music a trifle old-fashioned 
row, but blooming into a new life when 
touched by this artist. An etude by Hen- 
selt seemed hopelessly outmoded. With 
this exception it is all grateful and agree- 
able material to him as well as to his 
listeners. : 

His Chopin group was devoted mostly 
to the Chopin of smaller things, that, as 
Mr. de Pachmann plays them, need raise 
no doubts or the feeling of a loss of emo- 
tional power ir his interpretation. Prob- 
ably nobody plays Chopin’s music more 
nearly as Chopin himself pares if, in 
scale of conception and qualfty and sub- 
tlety of tone. Some may have wished for 
a greater dramatic power in the ‘ Revo- 
lutionary '’ etude, Op.

Immediate requirements to replenish depleted 
stocks, coupled with lower. prices, are mainly 
responsible for a continu increase in trade 
activity. The improvement is conseryative, but 
it is steady, and it is noticeable in nearly every 
large trade centre. The large crop and early 
maturity of cotton, making for lower prices, 
is working a readjustment in the cotton goods 
trade on fhe basis of increased activity.

Large 
sales are also reported in the wool market, and 
in the dry goods trade generally there is a 
quickened movement, which, although it may 
not have any far-reaching significance, is at 
least, for the time being, very cheering.

Bradstreet’s says: 

Though the trade trends show little definite 
change, it is probably true that retail business 
in the larger cities has expanded in consonance 
with cooler weather and the advance of the 
season. Yet this improvement is by no means 
uniform, too much rain in the Northwest and 
along the Atlantic seaboard having. hampered 
shopping, while low cotton prices have affected 
Southern trade and collections.

Hospital Side of Railroading. 

The annual report of the Chesapeake &

CRAM’S REPORT TABLED. 


Commissioners Want More Time to 
Study Electric Storage Car Question. 

For the first time since Commissioner 
J. Sergeant Cram, who is considered to 
have introduced an entirely new element 
into the Public Service Commission, took 
his seat, he came to an open rupture 
yesterday with his colleagues. For some 
time he has been presiding at a hearing 
on the proposed use of electric storage 
cars by the Dry Dock, East Broadway 
& Battery Railroad Company on its First 
Avenue and Avenue B lines. The -last 
session was on Thursday. Yostorday 
morning he presented his report to the 
Commission at its regular meeting, and 
moved the immediate adoption of an or- 
der authorizing the use of the cars. 

Commissioner Maltbie objected on the 
ground that he had not yet read the 
evidence, and wished to have an op- 
portunity of knowing on what he was 
voting, unless there was special urgency, 

Mr. Cram pointed out that Receiver 
Whitridge has been ie the cars 
since Oct. 1, and Chairman Willcox, re- 
ferring to the experiments on the

HEINZE ANSWERS SUIT. 


Asks - $275,000 from Bank of North 
America’s Shareholders. 
Arthur P, Heinze filed yesterday in the 
United States Circuit Court an amended 
answer to the suit brought by John W. 
McKinnen, agent for the shareholders of 


the National Bank of North America, for 
f2i, £908, the interest alleged to be due the 

anker on two notes. In his apewer 
Heinze asked judgment for $275,000, 

There were two notes, one for $160,000, 
made in 1906, the other for $150,000, made 
in 1907. Haif of the first was repaid on 
June 25, 1907, Heinze says, who gives his 
version of the transaction in which the 
notes figured. 

He says he delivered the second note to 
Charles W. Morse, with 500 shares of the 
Chase National Bank and 2,000 common 
of the United Copper Company, and with- 
out his knowledge or authority the Chase 
Bank shares were ledged by Morse with 
the Metropolitan Trust Company. This 
note was later taken up with the pro- 
ceeds of the Chase stock and other securi- 
ties put up by Morse. 

The Chase stock, Heinze alleges, came 
back into Mr. McKinnen’s possession, 
and he wrongfully converted it to the use 
of the Bank of North America, causing 
him, he says, a loss of $275,000. Heinze 
also asserts that he sold on Jan. 25, 1907, 
to Morse 17,200 shares of United Copper, 
on the understanding that they were not 
to be sold for two years, or pledged, -that 
there might be no depression of the vajue 
of the securities. Nevertheless, Heinze 
alleges, Morse did pledge the stock, there- 
by depreciating its yalue and causing him 
to lose $200,

“Stole the Family Savings and 
Filed with a Chauffeur. 





HER COMPANION IS HELD 





She Tied Herself Up While Alone at 
Home and Sald Gang Had Done 
It—Used Monty to Travel. 





Emma Mauermann, the sixteen-year~- 


old schoolgirl of 169 West Ninety-ninth 
\Street, who told, on Sept. 19, a remark- 
able story of having been bound, gagged, 
and: threatened with a razor by four men 
to make her tell where $218, the savings 
of her parents, was hidden, was arrested 
yesterday morning and, the police said, 
admitted it was she who took the money 
and that the story of the four thieves 
was told simply to fool her parents. 

With the girl when she was arrested, 
was James Connolly, 20 years'old, chauf- 
feur. He was arrested, charged with ab- 
duction. The two have been missing & 
week. The. girl said she bought Connolly 
a $10 signet ring, a $20 watch, and gave 
him $100. The rest of the money went 
for railroad tickets, meals, and the pay 
of a valet named Miller, who, the girl 
said, traveled with them until their 
money gave out. The girl’s parents were 
in the West Side Court when the couple 
Was arraigned yesterday morning, and 
they made .no objections to the law tak- 
ing its course. The girl was ordered de- 
tained as a witness, and her father 
swore to the complaint against her com- 
panion. 

Late in the afternoon of Sept. 19 a wo- 
man greatly excited rushei into the West 
100th Street Station, followed by a mob 
of little children. The woman was Mrs. 
Mauermann, mother of the girl, and she 
told the Lieutenant that when she re- 
turned home a few moments before she 
had found the door locked. Hearing her 
daughter moaning inside, she went to the 
rear yard and climbing the fire escape 
entered a window. On the kitchen floor 
was her daughter, with a towel wrapped 
around her head and her hands and feet 
tied. Mrs. Mauermann released her 
daughter, who appeared to be weak from 
fright, and the mother said it was some 
time before she was able to tell her what 
had happened. 

Finally the girl told her mother that 
four men had called at the flat, repre- 
senting themselves as gas inspectors. 
When she let them In they attacked her 
and after binding her hands and feet 
told her they would slash her with a 
razor unless she told where the family 
savings were hidden. At first she re- 
fused to tell, the girl said, but when they 
tortured her she feared for her life and 
told them where the money was. 

The detectives of the West 100th Street 
Station hurried to the flat, two blocks 
away apcomoanie: by Capt. Zimmerman, 
who had heard Mrs. Mauermann’s story. 
The ae found Emma in hySterics, and 
so skillfully did she act her part that 
they wanted to send for an ambulance 
an have her removed to a _ hospital. 
Capt. Zimmerman was a little ske Pical 
however, especially as the girl ha said 
she had been cut with a razor. A razor 
was lying on the floor, but she had not a 
single cut to bear out that part of her 
story. 

Capt. Zimmerman communicated his 
susp Sons to Detectives Quinn, Donnelly, 
and Fay, who questioned the girl care- 
fully and got from her a description of 
the four men. One day when the girl was 
away the detectives wesit to her room 
and found some letters from Connolly, 
and in one they got a clue that caused 
them to look him up. 

Two days after is the girl went to 
Btaten Island and remained away sev- 
eral days. When she returned the girl 
learned she was béing watched. Wednes- 
day of last week the girl packed some 
clothes, stole out of the house and was 
gone before the detectives knew it. After 
hiring a valet, she said, she and Con- 
nolly visited. Rochester, ‘Syracuse, Bing- 
hamton, Albany, and Boston, their trip 
ending in Newark last Wednesday. 

The girl sent a postcard to a friend 
from Newark, and at the request of the 
detectives the girl to whom the postcard 
was sént invited the two to’ @ party in 
this city Thursda night. When they 
stepped off of a ferryboat at Cortlandt 
Street the detectives arrested them. 

The prisoners were taken to the West 
Sixty-elghth Street Police Station, where 
the police said the girl confessed she had 
stolen the money.
